T H E C O N F E D E R A T E H O M E . 
There was dedicated at Higgins- 
ville to-day one of the grandest 
charities of the century. 
It is a home for the indigent and 
disab led confederate veterans and 
for the wives and children of these 
b rave men. 
The movement is worthy of the 
grand old commonwealth of Mis­ 
souri, and that it has b een aided b y 
confederate and federal alike is a 
high testimonial to the generosity of 
our people. 
The confederate soldiers of Mis­ 
souri won imperishab le fame upon 
hundreds of b loody b attle fields in 
the south. 
They enlisted from devotion to 
principle, and, even after their own 
state was lost and their homes in 
the hands of the enemy, they fol­ 
lowed the stars and b ars as b ravely 
as though they were b attling for 
their own state. 
As the w'orn and tattered gray 
ranks were contracted after each 
b loody b attle, the Missouri soldier 
always found a place at the front, 
and not a southern state b ut was 
enriched b y Missouri b lood. 
And then, when the terrib le con­ 
flict was ended; when, outnumb ered 
b ut not outdone, the gray ranks gave 
way b efore the impetuous rush of a 
triumphant foe, 
when the loved 
b anner was furled and the cause 
went down to its death in b lood, 
the worn, maimed and mangled Mis­ 
souri confederates came straggling 
home to commence anew the b at­ 
tle of life. 
Somewhere and 
somehow they 
hunted up their loved ones w'ho 
had b een scattered b y the tempest 
of war. 
They found homes 
destroyed; 
stock gone; fields grown up in weeds 
and b riars; b ut they faced poverty 
as b ravely as they had faced can­ 
non shot,tand their fortitude under 
defeat added 
new luster to the 
glory they had worn upon the field. 
And most of them prospered; 
many grew rich; maimed and crip­ 
pled though they were, they went to 
work without a murmur, and for­

The D emocrat is in receipt of a 
circular letter from L. A. Goodman, 
secretary of the State Horticultural 
society, giving information in re­ 
gard to the fruit crop in this state. 
He says: 
The 
strawberry crop has been 
light, and wull be so, all ovei the 
state. 
It is an exception to see 
otiierwise. 
Raspberry vines were injured dur- 
ind the last summer and fall so 
badly 
that the crop will not be 
above one-half a full one, at the 
most. 


Blackberries will be plenty where 
the rust has not injured the vines. 
Some were injured by the winter, 
but not as badly as was expected. 
Grapes, in many places the first 
buds were cut off by a severe frost, 
but 
the second buds have given 
promise of a fair crop, after all. 
Cherries have dropped so badly 
that we cannot expect more than 
one-third of a crop. 
The weakened 
condition of the trees is the cause 
in some instances, and the cold rain 
and frost the cause in other cases. 
. Plums are nearly a failure, only 
in a very few exceptional cases. 
Peaches will be a moderate yield 
in most of the northern and central 
portions of the 
state, while 
the 
southwest 
will be nearly a total 
failure, on account of the freeze 
during blooming 
time. 
In 
the 
southeastern and southern parts of 
the state the crop is very spotted. 
One thing is sure and that is, that 
all the peaches are killed on the low 
lands, while the ridges are gener­ 
ally full enough. 
In some instances 
the fruits were killed on some farms 
and yet on those adjacent there 
will be a fair crop. 
We may be 
sure, however, that there will be no 
great surplus of peaches this year, 
and yet the crop scattered all over 
the state will give us a good many 
in the aggregate. 
'The pear crop will be about one- 
half of the usual amount, while the 
apple crop will probably be one- 
half of an average crop.
